Experience is a great thing, 
and it is extremely necessary, 
but it is now time for the work- 
ers to work and at the same 
time keep a good religious ex- 
perience. And one is not worth 
much to lead others to Christ 
without an experience, and 
the better and richer the ex- 
perience the more fruitful his 
work will be. When one is 
richly supplied with the love of 
God so it is easy for him to 
weep over lost souls he can do 
more good. 


Two men were engaged in a 
revival. They were both able 
in prayer in the services and 
both could preach fairly well, 
but there was quite a difference 
in them during the hours and 
intervals between services. One 
was light and seemed to feel no 
responsibility and carried no 
burden for souls. The other 
one was so heavy and felt such 
a weight tlHat he could scarcely 
eat or sleep. The big tears 
flowed freely as he walked 
about,.and while he was in 
prayer the tears flowed in 
streams, and his heart cries 
for souls, and his deep wailings 
and groans were enough to al- 
most break the hardest heart. 
The one spent his time in eat- 
ing fruit and engaged in light 
conversation, while the other 
was down somewhere with his 
face buried in his hands pray- 
ing and weeping before God. 
The meeting was going on with 
good success proving that the 
God we serve is powerful, but 
there came a time when the 
brother that seemed so light 
and spent his time between ser- 
vices eating fruit and conver- 
sing with friends began to feel 
that he was not worth much in 
the services and he felt so bad 
about it that he made his con- 
fession, repented of his easy 
going and decided to wade in- 
to the work right. And then 
the meeting moved up a notch 
and the power fell more than 
ever.

If our workers will only learn 
the secret of soul winning and 
engage in the service like they 
mean business as they would to 
do any other piece of work 
doubtless much more can be 
accomplished. A dear brother 
minister who had great success 
in revival work told his experi- 
ence on certain occasions. As 
a rule he was deeply moved on 
by the Spirit of God so that he 
carried a great weight on his 
heart. He felt the value of 
souls, and worked and prayed 
and preached like everything 
depended upon himself.At times 
he began to feel a_ lightness 
creeping over him. At first he 
did not understand it, but with 
the years. of experience he 
learned that when he became 
light hearted no souls were 
saved. But when he was 
heavy and deeply moved by the 
Spirit so he could weep and 
groan the souls were constantly 
coming in. He was so earnest 
and felt such a love for souls 
that he went for months with- 
out a moment of lightness or 
what we might call relaxation 
and rest. He said, “I am afraid 
of this lightness.” 


Since we are serving the. God 
of such great power it becomes 
us to act in a way to court His 
favor so He will send forth His 
power to convict and save souls 
by the multitudes. Much has 
been done during the past 
years, and last year yielded ‘an 
abundant harvest of souls, 
saved, sanctified and filled with 
the Holy Ghost, but I feel like 


it is time for us to go into the 
soul saving business now just 
right. I do not criticise what has 
been done, oh, no, but I want 
an increase. A farmer builds 
up his farm until it yields a 
large crop of potatoes, corn, 
wheat, hay, or cotton, but a 
prosperous farmer never stops 
at the yield he has had, he con- 
tinues improving his method of 
farming and increases the fer- 
tility of the soil so his yield will 
be still greater. 


This is my meaning abcut 
soul saving. We should im- 
prove our methods which calls 
for greater praying, and draw- 
ing closer to God so we may 
get right under the drippings of 
His love and power and what- 
ever else the Holy Ghost leads 
us into so that our service will 
bring forth more fruit. A few 
Sundays ago I announced in 
our Sunday school that we are 
going into the Sunday school 
business right now. And this 
was after the Sunday school 
had steadily increased from 
eighty-five and ninety up to 
two hundred and fifty or more, 
and all earnest and full of Sun- 
day school enthusiasm. But 
when I made the statement, I 
felt that we were just ready to 
begin Sunday school right. And 
I believe it was the next Sun- 
day that the Spirit of the Lord 
came pouring in upon us in that 
measure that brought the big 
tears of love to the eyes, the 
shouts of praise, and glad halle- 
lujahs because of His presence, 
The teachers are faithful and 
|giving fine instructions and 
gradually leading their scholars 
into a knowledge of the Bible, 
and the classes are taking a 
great interest in delving into 
the deeper things of God. And 
this is not all, quite a number 
of our boys and girls are getting 
saved, sanctified and filled with 
the Holy Ghost. And really it 
seems to me that our Sunday 
school is increasing in interest 
and spirituality as it increases 
in number. We now have 
March 19, announced as Banner 
Day and we have not fully ex- 
plained what it means except 
each class will have a banner 
with the name and number of 
the class beautifully painted on 
both sides in fancy letters and 
other decorations. 


I am not giving this informa- 
tion about our Sunday school 
with a thought of introducing 
banners into our revivals, but 
to show that there can be im- 
proved methods of Sunday 
school which work wonders 
And entirely revolutionize them, 
and if improved methods will 
work wonders in Sunday school 
why will not improved methods 
work in revival meetings? This 
is not to say that there can be 
any improvement made in the 
experience of salvation, but 
there may be some improved 
methods to get people  inter- 
ested so that more people will 
get saved. This explains what I 
meant by saying, “Let us go to 
having revivals right now!” 


The God we serve is all pow- 
erful and I believe He will be 
delighted for us to so yield our- 
selves to Him that there will be 
greater and more demonstra- 
tions wrought by the power of 
the Spirit. Suppose we all 
try to just give up to Him so He 
can use us any way He wills for 
the salvation of souls. Great 
revivals are. breaking out and 
people are getting real experi- 
ences, and I want to encourage 





the great work. Our people 


we 





must not be afraid of manifes- 
tations of the Spirit. Through 
mighty signs and wonders is 
God’s way of working. We do 
not necessarily have to imitate 
any one, but go back over the 
history given in the Bible and 
in other books as well and you 
will see that in thousands of in- 
stances people have really acted 
queer under the power of the 
Spirit. But as long as_ there 
are good results in the way of 
soul saving we must not offer 
criticism. Preachers should be 
very careful not to throw a 
dam: upon his meeting by 
talking against manifestations 
that may seem a little out of 
order. 


I can tell you a few ways that 
a@ revival can be hindered and 
even killed by the preacher. If 
he becomes a little nervous and 
gets afraid his meeting is go- 
ing to get out from under his 
control and orders’ certain 
things to be stopped and makes 
a few expressions like the fol- 
lowing, his revival will soon die 
on his hands. “The devil can 
shout;” “the devil can talk in 
tongues;” “the devil can cause 
people to do strange things,” 
etc. etc. Even if you think the 
devil can do some things you 
should not talk about it in your 
meeting unless you want- to 
kill the revival spirit. 


I heard one of the greatest 
revivalists in his day in America 
say that he would rather have 
some wild fire occasionally than 
no fire at. -all, and the further 
explanation was that if he un- 
dertook to throw water on the 
wild fire and put it out he would 
also put out the real fife of 
God.. So he cared nothing for 
the cries of fanaticism, and 
I’ve seen the crowds rush into 
the altar by the hundreds at 
his meetings and him crying 
out for them not to come be- 
cause he did not want them to 
come unless they meant busi- 
ness. But they usually meant 
business and they were saved 
by the multitudes. 


But this brother could scarce- 
ly ever be found between ser- 
vices when he was in a revival. 
He was hid away in deep and 
solemn prayer. He was with 
the same all powerful God 
whom we serve today. I used 
to join his praying band occa- 
sionally an hour before service. 
He came into the meeting 
loaded up and scarcely ever 


preached long, and quite often; 


did not preach at all, but the 
revival fire was always burn- 
ing when he was in charge. A 
man can usually accomplish 
more to preach about half an 
hour like he is fighting lions 
and tigers and fire in the grass 
and leaves and make an altar 
call than he can to preach an 
hour or an hour and a half with 
more deliberation and finer ora- 
tory. 

This statement is not meant 
to discourage the use of good 
language. Every preacher 
should have command of good 
language, but he should have 
the language and the fight, too. 
But if he is going to be absent 
of either give me the fire and 
butchered up language rather 
than the good language and no 
fire. You can’t have a revival 
without the fire. But if you 
have the revival fire and will not 
be afraid of a little fanaticism 
or wild fire you will always 
have a revival. 


Some people are always say- 
ing “there is something in 
the way” when the revival does 
not show up. Others say, “You 
can’t have a revival and all that 
mess in the church.” Shame 
on such expressions! I'd _ be 
ashamed to acknowledge my 
frozen condition enough to 
make such expressions. If I 





did not have enough fire to burn 
everything out of the way with- 
out making such discouraging 
expressions ‘§d not claim to be 
a revivalist. I used to hear 
those expressions when I was 
on the field, but I proved more 
than once that God could give 
a revival right in places where 
others said it could not be done. 
It is the fire that burns things 
out of the way, but really I 
don’t know of anything ever 
being in the way. I do not look 
for things in the way. I look 
for the fire to burn and souls 
to get saved. I’ve heard peo- 
ple say that sinners could not 
get to the Lord over a lot of 
backslidden hypocrite church 
members. Well, that may all be 
true, but I never tried to pull 
them over such people. I never 
found hypocrites or backsliders 
either, in my way. I never went 
in the way they were going and 
as a result they never got in my 
way, and sinners did not have 
to be brought in over them. 


I suppose I have = almost 
all kinds of experiefices in al- 
most all kinds of places, but I 
never found any success in blaz- 
ing out on the people and 
“blessing them out” and accus- 
ing them of being hypocrites 
and backsliders, and because 
of it they blocked the meeting. 
I learned my lesson on that line 
in my early ministry and I for- 
ever let it alone from that time 
till this. I was put to shame 
by sinners themselves who 
came to me afterwards and 
told me in the very kindest 
manner that they were almost 
ready to go to the altar and get 
saved, “but that ruined me so 
I gave it up.” O how that broke 
my heart! I promised God that 
I-would never do it again. I 
have preached plain and pointed 
and told men of their sins and 
how they could get them for- 
given but never more did I ever 
turn loose on a_ congregation 
and bemean them and “‘bless 
them out.” There is a_ better 
method for soul saving than 
that. 


The good, sweet, rich, gospel 
message given out with the love 
juice dripping out of every 
word will break into the hardest 
place you strike, but oh, be- 
loved, do not acknowledge your 
lack of fire by saying you can’t 
have a revival over this and that 
in the church. I know you can 
if you will let this and _ that 
alone and never mention them, 
but spend your time between 
services in agonizing prayer, 
and when you are in the ser- 
vices carry a blaze of God’s fire 
with you a yard long so it will 
fire the other folks, and first 
thing you know some of them 
will get a yard of fire started 
and on and on the blaze will go, 
and the folks thet warned you 
about certain hypocrites and 
backslidden church members 
being in the way will either get 
on fire themselves or warm by 
your fire, or get out of the way 
entirely. 


I want every body to know 
that the God we serve is all pow- 
erful and a strict adherence to 
His blessed will and dictations 
will give victory anywhere. How 
can we afford to back down 
and admit that we can’t have 
a revival anywhere we set down 
for that purpose? If we can- 
not, it is not God’s fault, neither 
is it the fault of the people, so 
if it fails you will have to look 
for the cause nearer your own 
door. A precious man went to 
a certain place for a_ revival. 
The people rose up against him 
to the extent that they would 
not give him any place to sleep 
so he slept in a fence corner 
either on the ground or on the 
hard rails. They would not 
sell him food so he lived without 
food. He was there for a re- 
vival. He wrestled with God in 
prayer, preached to the few that

The inven- 
tion is already complete, but it 
costs too high yet to use it ex- 
tensively. .Somebody said the 
air is full of music and informa- 
tion and the only thing there is 
to do to get it ig to put a re 
ceiver in the heme and_ then 
listen. And these receivers can 
be fastened to the bed springs 
about as well as any way. ~

He Will Heal Our Diseases the Same As When He Walked the 
Shores of Galilee

I want to talk a little tonight on 
healing. We believe in reality that 
believers stand on the Word of God, 
live by it and die by it. There have 
always been a few who believed in 
divine healing and practiced it re- 
gardless of the devil and spirit of 
unbelief. We can find a few who be- 
lieve that God was not only amply 
able to save but to heal their afflicted 
bodies. This truth is propagated even 
in our day and a number is healed. 
Do you believe that God is able to 
heal your body as well as to save 
your soul? People testify to the fact 
daily that God heals their bodies as 
well as redeems them from sin. 


According to the Word of God, 
when Jesus came into this world 
and began to preach He did not 
only preach that the kingdom of 
God was at hand but healed many 
sick and afflicted people. Matthew 
4:23, 24 says, “And Jesus went about 
all Galilee, teachin@ in their syna- 
gogues, and preaching the gospel of 
the kingdom, and healing all man- 
ner of sickness and all manner of 
disease among the people. And his 
fame went throughout all Syria: and 
they brought unto him all sick peo- 
ple that were taken with divers dis- 
eases and torments, and those which 
were possessed with devils, and those 
which were lunatic, and -those that 
had the palsy; and he healed them.” 
Jesus healed them all, no number was 
excluded. “Jesus Christ the same 
yesterday, and to-day, and forever.” 
Heb. 13:8. Yesterday is past, today 
is«present and forever is the ages to 
come, invariably everlasting. His pow- 
er is not limited, He is the same in 
saving and the same in healing. We 
hope you may get a great vision of 
this and understand that we have a 
wonderful healer—a wonderful phy- 
sician who heals us continually when 
we come to Him in the right manner 
and in the right way. I am not mere- 
ly talking it or speaking of it to con- 
demn you or find fault with you but 
for the simple fact that we have 
come to the place to understand that 
in the atonement there is healing as 
well as there is salvation. 


Isaiah declared, “He was taken 
from prison and from judgment: and 
who shall declare his generation? for 
he was cut off out of the land of the 
living: for the transgression of my 
people was he stricken.” Isa. 53:8. 


“He is despised and rejected of 
men; a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief: *** he was de- 
spised, and we esteemed him not. 
Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows: Yet we did es- 
teem him stricken, smitten of God 
and afflicted.” Isa. 53:3, 4. 

I want you to notice this, “But he 
was wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our _ iniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him (Jesus); and with his 
stripes we are healed.” Isa. 53:5. 

Jesus healed all that came unto 
Him; He is the same; He will heal 
you now. Do you believe it? The 
Bible is full of it; it is God’s Word; 
we must accept healing, we must be- 
lieve it. Oh, I am so glad that I ever 
found such a wonderful healer, He 
has healed me of pneumonia fever 
and many other things. .Many times 
I have been called to the bed of 
loved ones and there in prayer God 
heard and answered and the sick have 
been healed—so can you. The Bible 
says that believers shall lay hands on 
the siek and they shall recover. Are 
you, a believer? If you will use the 
ways or means God has provided you 
will be healed of your affliction, sick- 
ness or disease. Diseases originated 
from the devil. 


According to the Word of God, the 
Lord “went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil: for God was with him.” Acts 
10:38. We are holding up the same 
Christ who healed them. We have 
a physician with us, He will heal our 
diseases the same as He did when He 
walked the shores of Galilee. If a 
demon or devil has preyed upon your 
body it can be cast out, for the Bible 
says they that believe in the name of 
the Lord shall cast out devils. Are 
you a believer? There are various 
kinds of demons, any spirit that 
seizes your body and wrecks you 
mentally or physically is of the devil. 

Luke was a wonderful physician and 
practiced in the days before he found 
Jesus the Savior. After he found 
the Lord and saw the miracles he 
wrought and the many cases of sick- 
nesses that He healed, I believe he 
left his little pill bag and license and 
quit practicing medicine. I believe 
he taught the people that Je- 
sus could heal and that by speaking 
the word men and women were 
healed. He is the same Christ to- 
night and can speak the word and 
you can be healed and made whole. 

“Then he called his twelve disciples 
together, and gave them power and 
authority over all devils, and to cure 
diseases.” Luke 9:1. 

“Behold, I give unto you power 
to tread on serpents and scorpions, 
and over all the power of the enemy: 
and nothing shall by any means hurt 
you.” Luke 10:19. Ask it in the name 
of Jesus. The Bible says, “If ye 
abide in me, and my words abide in 
you, ye shall ask what ye will and 
it shall be done unto you.” 


Ask and you shall receive. You 
ean ask for healing just as well as 
you can for salvation. The Lord gave 
them power and authority. He com- 
missioned them to preach, cast out 
devils and cure diseases. He _ sent 
them to preach the kingdom of God 
and to heal the sick. I believe to- 
day that every man who is sent by 
God Almighty is sent to heal in the 
name of the Lord and to cure dis- 





eases just as well as to tell people 
they can be saved. You may say, 
“I know the twelve had power “but 
that was all.” 


We find again in the tenth chapter 
of Luke, “After these things the Lord 
appointed other seventy also, and 
sent them two and two before his 
face into every city and place, whith- 
er he himself would come,” and said, 
“Go your ways: behold, I send you 
forth as lambs among wolves. * * * 
and salute no man by the way. And 
into whatsoever house ye enter, first 
say, Peace be to this house. And if 
the son of peace be there, your peace 
shall rest upon it: if not, it shall turn 
to you again. And in the same house 
remain, eating and drinking such 
things as they give: for the laborer 
is worthy of his hire. Go not from 
house to house. And into whatsoever 
city ye enter, and they receive 
you, eat such things as are set before 
you: And heal the sick that are there- 
in; and say unto them, The kingdom 
of God is come nigh unto you.” 
Luke 10:1-9. These seventy had the 
same commission, the same gospel, 
the same glad tidings, healing the 
sick and saying the kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you. 


Hew many are there tonight who 
believe that the Lord can heal as 
well as save your soul? Raise your 
hands! Look at the hands going up! 
I am glad to see a great company 
like this who have reached such an 
experience in reality and know that 
God Almighty can heal. My heart is 
broken tonight when I look out up- 
on the masses of people and see the 
afflicted and lame and the deaf and 
dumb. All these demons can be cast 
out in the name of the Lord, the 
blind can be made to see, the dumb 
to speak and the lame, be made to 
walk today, as in the days of the apos- 
tolic age. The gift of healing belongs 
to the Church of God, that is one of 
the nine gifts; they had it in the 
early ‘church, and we can have it 
too, it belongs to us. 


The fifth chapter of James gives 
us a perfect outline of what we should 
do in case of sickness or afflictions. 
In the 13th verse, “Is any among 
you afflicted? Let him pray. Is any 
merry? let him sing Psalms.” Notice 
this verse, “Is any among you af- 
flicted? let him pray.” Prayer is not 
only the repetition of words but pray- 
er is a communication that takes 
place between you and God. If you 
are afflicted ask God to heal you and 
by faith you are healed. No wonder 
people shout and leap and jump like 
the man did at the beautiful, gate 
when he was healed. He had reached 
the age of forty or above. Simon 
Peter and John prayed for him and 
he was made whole, he leaped and 
jumped. No wonder we leap and 
jump and shout in these days and 
praise God and the people sit back 
and wonder with great admiration. 
We have something to praise God for. 
If you are afflicted, pray. “Is any 
sick among you? let him call for the 
elders of the church; and let them 
pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord. And 
the prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord shall raise him up; and 
if he have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him.” James 5:14, 15. 


James was not trying to establish 
divine healing, it was already estab- 
lished; they already believed in it. 
Perhaps there were some who did not 
understand that they could call for 
the elders. He did not say anybody 
and everybody anoint with oil. We 
must call them who come believing 
that anointing you in the name of the 
Lord and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick and the Lord shall raise 
them up. The anointing with oil 
does not heal, the elders do not heal 
but the Lord does. Don’t get your 
eyes on the oil or the elders but keep 
your eyes on the Lord and believe 
that He will heal you and He will. 


Sometimes in our meetings we have 
to pray every night for individuals 
to be healed. It is possible to be 
healed and keep healed. If the devil 
is the afflicter and the Lord the de- 
liverer, He can keep us healed as well 
as to save our soul and keep it. 


The prayer of faith. If you haven’t 
any faith, there is no use _ praying. 
Even in Jesus’ time, upon some oc- 
easions, He had to put individuals 
out of the house because of unbelief. 
There is no use praying if you do not 
believe that the person whom you are 
praying for is to be healed. It is 
,faith in God that brings divine heal- 
ing; it is not the power getting hold 
of an individual and shaking him, and 
other demonstrations. Dear ones, it 
is the people who have faith in God 
and who can pray the prayer of faith 
who reach God so He can heal them. 


“Confess your faults one to another, 
and pray ‘on for another, that 
ye may be healed. The effectual 
fervent prayer of a_ righteous man 
availeth much.” We ought to thank 
God for the righteous people we have, 
I mean those who can pray the pray- 
er of faith and ‘fevers are rebuked, 
demons are cast out and the sick 
and afflicted are healed. May you 
touch the.hem of His garment! Look 
away from the impossibilities and 
look to the Lord tonight. He is the 
same, He is present with us, He is 
here to heal us and He is going to do 
it. 

The apostle Paul believed in divine 
healing. In Acts 19:11 he said, “And 
God wrought special miracles by the 
hands of Paul.” Take all the medi- 
cine you want to bit we have found 
a physician, the great Christ that 
walked the shores of Galilee. The 
apostle Peter had great faith in the 
Lord and we find by the hand of the 





apostle that many signs and wonders 
were wrought among the people and 
they were all of one accord on Sol- 
mon’s porch and believers were add- 
ed unto the Lord. They brought forth 
the sick and laid them on beds and 
cots that the shadow of Peter might 
overshadew them. They had _ such 
great faith that they were bringing 
the sick people. Tonight, can’t you 
see the sick people lying out there 
on beds? I notice the apostle Peter 
passed by and their loved ones were 
healed. We have the same Christ 
among us today. It didn’t make 
any difference about the nature of the 
disease, they were healed. 


You may say, “I do not believe that 
God can heal consumption.” He can 
and we have testimonies from dear 
ones today whom we know and believe 
they have a truthful testimony when 
they say that God healed them. There 
is no such thing as an incurable dis- 
ease with the Lord. The Lord told 
them that these signs shall follow 
them that believe, they shall cast out 
devils. Mary Magdalene had seven 
devils and Jesus cast out the unclean 
spirits. People are doing this today. 
They have power over all the powers 
of the devil, they even tread upon 
serpents and scorpions and they shall 
by no means hurt them, “and if they 
drink any deadly poison, it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay hands on 


the sick and they shall recover.” I} 


want you to notice the word shall, 
which means it shall be done—shall 
recover. 


If God Almighty has sent you to 
preach—preach the Bible and you 
will find divine healing taught as well 
as you will find that Jesus Christ is 
the Savior. Look up and if you are 
afflicted God will heal you. Even the 
Psalmist David believed in healing. 
Notice Psalm 103, “Bless the Lord, O 
my soul; and all that is within me, 
bless his holy name. Bless the Lord, 
O my soul, and forget not all his bene- 
fits: Who forgiveth all thine iniqui- 
ties; who healeth all thy diseases.” 
Even back in Moses’ day, the Lord 
was the healer. He declared unto 
Moses and the Israelites in Exodus 
15:26, “I am the Lord that healeth 
thee.” 


You may have to go to prison for 
trusting your loved ones in the hands 
of God, some of our people have, but 
I had rather be on the Lord’s side 
and trust God. They may put us in 
prison but I believe that God A\l- 
mighty can open the doors of the 
prison like He did in the apostles’ 
day.. The people of God in the apos- 
tolic day knew no defeat. We are 
reaching that day, we are coming to 
that place, we are anchored to the 
rock, solid, sure and steadfast. The 
devil may roar and all these things 
but the time has come for us to set- 
tle one thing once and forever, that 
by the help of God we are going 
through and trust God to the very 
last. I feel something now getting 
hold of my very bones, the Spirit of 
God that seems to lift me up, the 
almighty fire of the Holy Ghost is 
burning and I can hear the Lord say- 


ing, “I am with you alway even unto}|’ 


the end of the world.” 


This is what caused the early 
church to shine, the people were so 
acquainted with God that they did 
not think about calling physicians 
but they thought about calling on 
God. Jesus is the same yesterday, 
today and forever. Do not let peo- 
ple come in and bring their devices, 
doctrine, theory, Heresy and_ side 
track you away from the truth, that 
is the devil’s business to get you to 
disbelieve God and I find over here 
in Revelation where John is speak- 
ing of a class that will be cast in- 
to the lake of fire. “But the fearful, 
and unbelieving, and the abominable, 
and murders, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, 
shall have théir part in the lake 
which burneth with fire and  brim- 
stone: which is the second death.” I 
want you to notice unbelievers. If 
you are not a believer you will have 
your part with this class. Are you 
in that class tonight? 

God Almighty is going to heal all 
our sick ones of all diseases. I be 
lieve that God will heal you tonight, 
if you will meet the requirements 
and come the Bible way, God will 
bless you and heal you and you can 
go home with a well body. “I hope 
you will come while we sing and let 
us pray for you that God may heal 
you and if you have loved ones to be 
healed take a handkerchief home and 
lay it upon them in the name of the 
Lord that they may be healed.

Vision of Church of God 


Dear Brother Tomlinson: 

Have just finished reading, The 
Last Great Conflict, and oh, how per- 
fectly wonderful it seems to,,me. I 
have been praying that God might 
send just such a man as you to our 
town that His people might be called 
out into one body and take a stand 
for God. It seems that the town is 
so white to harvest. The Baptist 
minister resigned and they have no 
pastor, the Methodists do not like their 
pastor and the Episcopal church has 
only a few members. 


We have the deaf and dumb here. 
Two young ladies, one a Metho- 
dist minister’s daughter who says he 
has the Holy Ghost but fights the 
tongues. Another lady who has been 
an invalid seven or eight years has 
a terrible choking and burning sensa- 
tion all the time. She hasn’t swal- 
lowed anything but soup in five 
years. The greatest physicians in 
the U. S. A. gave her up five years 
ago. Two of the Pentecostal sisters 
anointed and laid hands on her and 
prayed for her recovery but she is 
little improved if any. Quite a num- 
ber of worldly people have remarked, 
with some church members, that if 
this lady were healed they would join 
the Pentecostal church. 


We have no place to meet except 
in two homes. Mr. and Mrs. B. C. 
Williams’ and ours. They have the 
baptism evidenced with other tongues 
but we have not. Please pray that we 
may receive Him. 


I feel constrained to write you 
about a dream or vision I had about 
three years ago. It seemed that I 
just looked toward the east and saw 
a tall steeple in the sky. I told my 
husband and some other people who 
were standing around to look which 
they did and as they continued to 
look we saw other steeples come to 
view one at a time until at last a 
most gorgeous and beautiful church 
covered the entire eastern sky. It 
seemed to have about seven steeples, 
three were large and tall and _ the 
other four were smaller. Although I 
did not count just seven, the perfect 
number, it seems to have been an 
even seven. On this side of the mag- 
nificent building was a huge clock 
face with a round broad rim around 
it of bronze and gold, the hands were 
pointing to a quarter to eleven. There 
was also a door near the right hand 
corner by which my husband and I 
entered. When we had taken four or 
five steps down the aisle I beheld and 
the church was full of angels flying 
around wafting one over the other in 
their lovely floating garments of 
white. I have never known such 
happiness as I knew at this time. I 
slapped my hands and wept with joy 
in an exceedingly loud voice. Then 
I saw two doors in the other side of 
the building. The aisle in which we 
were standing led on through to one 
door and the other was near the 
northern corner frot1 which I saw 
people begin to enter the building, 
coming on down the aisle they crossed 
in front of the pulpit, shook hands 
with me and then my husband and 
passed out down the aisle in which 
we stood. They were all nice looking 
and well dressed (not gorgeously) 
and all seemed to be true Christians 
except the last one that came, a wo- 
man who took my hand and said, 
“You have got to pay me that you 
owe me.” I answered, “Why, I don’t 
owe you anything.” She said, “You 
do and you have to pay me.” She 
went on down the aisle looking back 
at intervals and repeating the same 
words and shaking her finger at me 
as though she hated to go but just 
had to. She did not keep me from 
being supremely happy. I woke my 
husband screaming with joy. He 
asked me what was the matter and 
I told him all and asked him what 
it could mean. He said it was the 
Church of the living God. Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow. I know 
He has led us into the light of His 
blessed truth and perhaps means to 
give us a place to worship Him here 
in this town. My husband has a 
lot right on the Louisville road that 
he will be glad to give for a Pente- 
costal church.

What if we are members, can we 
be perfectly in harmony with all the 
teachings of God’s Word? Did Christ 
refuse to do the will of the Father? 
Can we be a real member of the body 
of Christ and be always’ wanting to 
do something that will bring divisions 
and cause confusion and be selfwilled? 
Will that kind of spirituality cause 
the body to thrive and grow or will it 
cause it to dwindle away? Then if 
we do the bidding of our Father and 
obey the teachings of His Word we 
will obey them that have the rule 
over us and bear in mind Rom. 12: 
4. It reads like this, “For as we 
have many members in one body, and 
all members have not the same office.” 
Then we should consider that all can 
not be state overseers and that 
we were not all set apart by our hea- 
venly Father for leaders and general 
overseers, but we can prayerfully find 
our position and therein abide and 
not be always criticising those in 
authority who have charge of the new 
tithing system and thereby weaken- 
ing some member of the body. 


Do we find in the history of Christ 
where any part of His body ame 
effected in any way that caused any 
of the rest of His body or members 
any trouble? Did they not all work 
in perfect harmony with each other? 
Did the fingers ever try to take the 
place of the toes or the legs get out 
of joint and swell up and refuse to 
work and cause His body pain be- 
cause they could not take the place 
of the arms as some of the people 
do now when they cannot have their 
say in things? Dear saints, I believe 
we must stay in our place where God 
wants to use us and not get hurt be- 
cause the pastor or some of the mem- 
bers are not doing just as we think 
they should and get out of place and 
get jealous because God has. given 
some brother or sister, as the case 
may be, a little better talent to preach 
or testify than He has us and think 
the people would rather hear them 
than us and get puffed up and stay 
out of service until we backslide. 


I believe it means much to be a 
member of the body of Christ or 
Church of God. I do not believe that 
the body of Christ here on earth was 
made up of diseased unruly members. 
Neither do I believe that when He
